Only members good standing 
county society (and therefore good standing 
the State Society) will defended. 

Fourth. The alleged malpractice must have oc- 
curred after the first day July, 1909, and 
some time when the defendant was member 
good standing his society. member suspended 
for unpaid and overdue dues not good stand- 
ing. 

Fifth. Any member who may served with any 
papers any suit must send the original papers 
true and exact copy them the Secretary 
the State Society within two days. all such 
suits ten days are allowed which file an- 
swer, that ample time allowed our attorney 
take the matter defending the suit. 

Sixth. soon possible sending the 
papers, the defendant member shall send the 
Secretary full account the case, diagnosis, 
treatment, etc., which statement, together with the 
other papers the case, will ‘pleased the 
hands our attorney immediately.

ORIGINAL cases general interest are 
ARTICLES. particularly desirable. Illustrations, 
when they are really necessary 

elucidate really add the text, will made 
our expense, provided the author furnishes clear 
and satisfactory drawings photographs. Manu- 
script should never rolled. should sent 
flat, between boards, folded. must type- 
written receive consideration. Authors should 
remember that the compositor, typesetter, puts 
into type exactly what sees before him the 
manuscript, unless otherwise marked. Look 
your manuscript with this fact 
picture yourself what will look like when put 
into type exactly you have written it. very 
common thing for author abbreviate certain 
words order save the trouble writing them 
out. They are simple and obvious abbreviations, 
him, but they are meaningless the typesetter. 
Also, they would not infrequently almost mean- 
ingless any other reader, say nothing the 
fact that scientific communication supposed, 
things the English language and not guessing 
contest puzzle. “Ant. sup.” may mean an- 
terior superior the author, but would hate 
say what might look like the compositor! Not 
infrequently otherwise valuable manuscripts have 
returned for this reason. Furthermore, please 
try and spell proper names correctly every time 
they are used.. find reference “Dr. Smith” 
one page and the same man “Smythe” 
another is, say the least, somewhat confusing; 
when repeated, with further has been 
known cause violent profanity... Charts, and 
especially when they are all, extended, 


complex bulky, are very expensive things 


produce and, ninety-nine times hundred, are 
not half necessary important the author 
thinks they are. course, always the editor’s 
fault article submitted does not receive pub- 
lication. author has ever been known who 
would admit the slightest reason for withholding 
publication except the cantankerousness personal 
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bias the editor. That seems human nature. 
author will write: matter well 
known you all that seems hardly necessary 
mention then proceed, for the next few 
pages, write out what “so well known you 
and then, this portion his article 
out,” quite hurt. 

These are just few suggestions with nothing 
personal about them and special articles 
authors mind (that not entirely true). 
you will read them over and think about them 
will great help (1) yourself, (2) the editor 
and (3) the compositor. 


SKIN REACTION SYPHILIS. 


This subject was discussed the November 
editorial columns the that time 
there was described the work some French in- 
vestigators who found that they were able 
produce skin reactions number syphilitics 
injecting intradermically sterilized glycerin 
extract syphilitic liver tissue 
Later was found that similar results could 
obtained using concentrated extract normal 
The hope that the reaction might at- 
tempted with promise greater success using 
extracts free from tissue constituents, 
sible realization when artificial cultures the 
treponema pallida were obtained. Noguchi has 
(anerobically ascitic fluid and ascitic fluid agar. 
which had been added placenta tissue). From 
these cultures has prepared suspensions the 
treponema pallida, containing about 100 
organisms the field (as seen with the dark 
field condensor). This suspension, which calls 
was injected intradermically large 
number rabbits having experimental syphilis 
and also four hundred human subjects, with 
very interesting results. Noguchi gives 
account his work, with illustrations, 
Journal Experimental Medicine (Dec. 1911). 
The work has been well controlled the rabbit 
well the human series. 

the four hundred human cases studied, 177 
were syphilitic, parasphylitic and 146 were non- 
syphilitic (of the latter there were “46 normal 
individuals, chiefly children between the ages 
and years and 100 individuals suffering from 
various diseases non-syphilitic none 
these non-syphilitic cases was positive 
reaction obtained. For control, each instance, 
Noguchi injected emulsion prepared from non- 
inoculated media exactly similar every respect 
that which were grown the organisms used 
making the The phenomena observed 
the the control injection were quite 
different from ‘those the the “luetin” 
injection each instance, although some few 
cases the control reaction was more marked than 
others. When the latter occurred the “luetin” 


reaction also was relatively more pronounced and 
persisted 

Noguchi notes that “positive reaction” after 
the injection luetin presents the following char- 
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acteristics: twenty-four forty-eight hours 
large raised, reddish, indurated papule, usually 
five ten millimeters appears. 
may surrounded “diffuse zone redness 
and show marked telangiectasis.” During the fol- 
lowing three four days the dimensions and de- 
gree induration slowly increase. Then the 
process gradually subsides, disappearing usually 
about week. some cases the fourth fifth 
day the papule becomes edematous and later vesicu- 
lar, and then pustular, finally terminating 
crust which falls off few days without 
leaving induration scarring. ‘The intensity 
the reaction varies widely different cases. 
very few instances the injection sites fade away 
almost completely within three four days, acting 
like negative reactions, and then after ten days 
longer, give rise small pustules which gradu- 
ally subside the same the pustules just described. 
Following the injection luetin 
cases, small erythematous area” appears 
around the point injection from twenty-four 
forty-eight hours. There

and leaves induration. some cases there may 
small papule after twenty-four forty-eight 
hours which soon begins subside within seventy- 
two hours, leaving induration.

Also normal. rab- 
bits gave reaction. Noguchi observes that “it 
appears probable that the Wassermann reaction 
more constant the primary and secondary, and 
the cutaneous reaction the tertiary and latent 
forms syphilis. Moreover appears that the 
Wassermann reaction more, directly, and im- 
mediately affected. antisyphilitic 
the cutaneous reaction.’

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TYPHOID VACCINATION. 


This subject moving rapidly the front 
and will soon demand more exhaustive clinical in- 
vestigation than has far been given. Let 
first noted that typhoid not only very preva- 
lent disease, about 500,000 cases occurring yearly 
the United States, but very fatal disease run- 
ning mortality 12% 15% and causing 
about 35,000 deaths annually. If, therefore, the 
number infections can materially reduced 
the mortality the infected lowered medical 
science will score another triumph the relief 
human suffering. practice vaccination with 
sterile cultures the bacillus typhosus has already 
definitely achieved the first, and promises later 
effect the latter. The prophylactic success these 
injections longer open any doubt. has 
been pretty well recognized for some time that the 
incidence typhoid among the protected troops 
Great Britain and Germany had been reduced 
half the usual average. the case the 
British army the figures covering period five 
years show reduction amounting 
two-thirds (15 per thousand and lowering 
mortality less than one-fourth per thou- 
sand 0.63). This country was the last adopt 
the practice but fair show the most bril- 
results its application. 60,000 
soldiers inoculated there should (in period 
years) occur but infections and not one 
death little short marvel. Nor can 
asserted that this due abnormal absence 
‘opportunities for contracting the disease. Noth- 
ing can more definite this respect the 
information given Captain Phalen, 
paper before the Philadelphia Pediatric 
Society (vide Vol. LVM, No. 1), 
showing that’ during the period that 4,000 men 
were camp Galveston, Texas, case 
vaccinated typhoid occurred among them, while 
the unprotected citizens ran score 192 
cases, yet both soldiers and citizens partook 
the same food, milk and water.

Typhoid blood 
well tissue infection its general symptoms 
are due the endotoxins liberated from the dead 
bacilli. might well objected that add 
more toxin-yielding bacilli already intoxicated 
organism could only increase the severity the 
symptoms and the danger life. Doubtless there 
temporary increase circulating toxin but 
early increased ‘production and 
arrest the disease. noted the 
inoculated matter while stimulating the produc- 
tion all the antibodies, antitoxins, agglutihins, 
opsonins and bactrocidins and being them neu- 
tralized probably fails fix any the bactrocidins 
(the inoculated bacilli being already dead) and 
thus directly leads the dominance par- 
ticular antibody chiefly responsible for the arrest 
the disease. With this justification for the

East, west, south and north, throughout fhe 
country, the question contract practice being 
discussed physician and layman; the question 
liability for industrial accident employer and 
quite obvious that socialism making progress. 
The laboring classes and the ever-present poverty- 
stricken are clamoring louder and louder for legis- 
lation that will better their social status. Reform 
movements, insurgents—call them what you will— 
gain strength and adherents direct proportion 
their attacks upon the capitalistic class, and 
their promises the proletariat. Our state legis- 
lature has recently been asked deal with 
Employers’ Liability There question 
but that very many excellent principles are em- 
bodied therein. are just positive our 
belief that there are many features that will prove 
rather bad when comes actual practice. 


One our county societies has committee 
“Hospital Commission.” preliminary report 
(after over year’s work) has classified the hos- 
pitals into Accept- 
able” and Acceptable” ones. This its 
first step campaign which, hopes, will re- 
sult the correction the hospital and contract 
practice abuses. another county, where the pro- 
fession well united, newly-organized fraternal 
organization found physician willing submit 
its terms. 

There question our mind but that hos- 
pital associations are here stay, and that con- 
tract practice will the future show increase 
rather than decrease. But these incorporations, 
organized laymen, frequently unscrupulous 
moters,” allowed spring and dictate terms 
the medical profession, end evil will 
ensue. And the very men, now eager serve 
these corporations, will necessarily the greatest 
sufferers.

and therefore spreader demoralizing prac- 
tices and ways thought. Coming from this 
source nobody can accuse the faultfinder being 
prejudiced. His report (published English 
“The Workmen’s Compensation Service and In- 
formation Bureau” New York City) well 
worth studying, and certainly should serve 
warning those who believed that the working 
Germany’s system was well nigh faultless.

Any member 
sued shall see that default entered 
against him until the attorney for the State Medi- 
cal Society shall have had opportunity com- 
municate directly with him. soon practicable 
thereafter, any member who may sued shall 
transmit the Secretary this Society state- 
ment writing all the facts having any bear- 
ing upon the case and must agree all times 
thereafter furnish any information which may 
requested the Society its Attorney.

When local attorney selected take 
charge case the county which the same 
may commenced, shall selected the 
joint action the defendant, his County Medical 
Society and the Attorney for the State Medical 
Society.

Convinced are that the vast 
majority these cases are conceived blackmail, 
are satisfied that litigants and their attorneys 
who know that behind the defense any prac- 
titioner who may accused malpractice 
the entire State Medical Society, together with 
attorneys whose fees are paid the Society, that 
that fact alone will cause any person hesitate 
before action. 

are led believe that doctors sometimes 
pay small sum money avoid these claims, 
upon the theory that they would have expend 
that much for the fees attorney defend 
suit. This encourages very bad practice and 
believe that the present plan the Medical 
Society the State California will away 
with it.

MEDICAL ORGANIZATIONS AND CON- 
SERVATION THE PUBLIC 
HEALTH. 


President’s Address the Annual Meeting the Los 
Angeles County Medical Association, 
December 15th, 1911. 


JARVIS BARLOW, D., Los Angeles. 


Conscious high trust and mindful greater 
happiness, the men and women the medical pro- 
fession have ever stood for the betterment 
They have accomplished 
humanitarian work through personal efforts, un- 
selfish actions, over-work, with 
muneration, visiting the rich and the poor, 
constructive work for the relief suffering through 
hospitals, dispensaries, health camps, settlements 
and the several relief organizations one way 
another make life easier, healthier and 
better and help universal need—the preven- 
tion disease. individuals they stand well 
and are respected their neighbors, friends and 
the community; but collectively organized 
body they seem hold, the present time, 
different and somewhat unpopular position. Honor 
and appreciation altruistic endeavor, are rarely 
accorded and should not expected those 
who act from the highest motives. 

When this Society chose its President one year 
ago, was deeply moved with gratitude for 
great honor conferred one who felt had 
accomplished too little deserve it. These 
twelve short months have given much pleasure 
mixed with extra duties him who has tried 
devote his best thought and energy this 
organization. 

The conservation health, modern preven- 
tive medicine and the relation the County 
Society public health, are subjects that are 
most important the evolution American Medi- 
cine, and number reasons exist why such topics 
are particularly pertinent this time. 

Prevention disease has made its great strides 
the last thirty years, which time the organisms 
causing the different diseases were discovered. 
The gave the bacillus 
typhoid, tuberculosis, diphtheria, tetanus, 
cholera and the coccus pneumonia, two 
years later influenza, and plague 1894. 
ing the true causes diseases, the profession be- 
gan intelligently instruct the public 
prevention. few years brought the greater 
triumphs prevention ‘malaria and yellow 
fever, and sanitary prevention 
transformed pest and disease-breeding places into 
new cities health, life and work. 

Measures: taken for prevention and 
protection public health identi- 
cal, and one furthered the other fostered, 
because, precautions that scientific medicine 
gives are successfully carried out, 
necessary have the support the public. The 
results for the public health, through preven- 
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tion disease, can only obtained with the 
help those outside the profession who are 
educated who have been sufficiently instructed 
the causes disease. While ignorance 
real scientific facts exists among the people, there 
will always resistance any legislation which 
seemingly curtails personal liberty. 

Limitation personal liberty America meets 
with resistance from all classes and especially from 
those who are ignorant the fact that such limi- 
tation law for the good the majority. 
This shown many ways the disregard for 
law and, often, disrespect for those authority. 
come evil our American life and has pro- 
duced such results that each vocation 
fession has carry its share extra burdens. 

Existing reasons for considering this subject 
this time are: 


(1) National. The bill introduced into Con- 
gress Senator Robert Owen, Oklahoma, 
provides for concentration all bureaus deal- 
ing with vital resources—a National Board 


Public Health. 


(2) Local. The marked activity those who 
may termed theoretical anti-sanitarians and ob- 
jectors any legislation protect the public 
health. 

First, National. Leaders for higher standards 
any vocation and those who urge stricter laws 
government curtailing the personal liberty the in- 
dividual for any cause, even for the safeguard 
the many, become more less unpopular and 
consequence resistance quite natural. The 
animosity general the present time against 
the medical profession and its largest represen- 
tation, —The American Medical Association, may 
thus part find explanation. The American 
Medical Association, with its state and county 
branches, have been the factors putting better 
health laws upon the statute books and the 
production better qualified men and women 
who are practicing the healing art. is. natural 
that those who are hurt generally disqualified 
their opposition adding 
their number the misguided and 
ing themselves into league so-called “medical 
freedom.” 

well known fact that the thoroughly 
trained and well educated along 
lines make complaint injustice infringe- 
ment their individual liberty rights citi- 
zens. ‘There question that the medical pro- 
fession, has been stated, has not been treated 
with courtesy fairness those people allied with 
the so-called “League for Medical and 
who are against National Health, be- 
cause abuse and lies have been hurled the pro- 
fession from various sides, with object in- 
creasing any unpopularity that already exists. 
the other hand well known and can safely 
upheld that the medical profession has made 
attack any set for its religious spiritual 
views, but when any person set people of- 
fend the general welfare cause the breaking 
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down barriers protecting the public health, 
true its vocation. 

Added the anti-sanitarians and those who dis- 
regard infectious and contagious diseases, there are 
the malicious objectors, who wish continuance 
existing conditions for selfish purposes. more 
discussion this subject, the more publicity given, 
the greater understanding produced and the more 
questions asked, the sooner will the people learn 
and the public know the advantages. Only through 
instruction the individual and education the 
ignorant will such bureau become reality. 


Those responsible for the government the 


United States can trusted conduct national 
department health honestly, squarely and broadly, 
they are trusted carry other depart- 
ments the government. 

message Congress, December, 1910, Pres- 
ident Taft says: 


“In message last year recommended the 
creation Bureau Health, which should 
embraced all those government agencies outside 
the War and Navy departments which are now di- 
rected toward the preservation public health 
functions germane that subject. renew 
this greatly regret that the agi- 
tation favor this bureau has aroused counter 
agitation against its creation, the ground that 
interest particular school medicine. 
seems that this assumption wholly unwar- 
ranted, and those responsible for the government 
can trusted secure the personnel the bu- 
reau the appointment representatives all recog- 
nized schools medicine, and the management 
the bureau entire freedom from narrow preju- 
dice this regard.” 

Our national, state and county medical societies 
all stand for the protection public health and 
for any measure that will best attain this end. None 
these measures are concerned with the treatment, 
with any school so-called treatment, and Sen- 
ator Owen’s bill has nothing whatever with 
the treatment disease. 

The federal government Congress has ju- 
irsdiction whatever over the practice medicine 
the several states. Any belief faith sectarian 
medicine, cults fads for the treatment the sick 
cannot interfered with through the creation 
National Board Health. Freedom for treat- 
ment disease may great ever and each 
state should settle that question for itself. Anyone 
should have the right select whom chooses 
treat his case, provided, however, that such per- 
son has the healing art the 
state which Limit only the right 
care for the sick, irrespective any school heal- 
ing art, those who have sufficient knowledge and 
the necessary training safeguard the patient and 
the public. 

The enforcement state law regarding the 
qualifications practitioners the healing art 
the greatest possible importance, the neglect 
which produces poorly educated and inadequately 
trained sectarian physicians who practice and trade 
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upon the reputations and higher qualifications 
others. now left the State Board 
Medical Examiners and will not changed 
the creation National Board Health. 

Second, Local. The marked activity Christian 
Scientists and others who compose the so-called 
“League not only account 
their anti-medical views, also because their 
political activity relation the physical inspec- 
tion school children, thrusts upon this Society 
obligation inform the public its danger. 

The study the mind and its complex opera- 
tion has been really neglected medical colleges 
and continues disregarded the profession, 
chiefly through lack training and example from 
the older practitioners such and like evils are neither 
sufficiently recognized nor remedied, with the re- 
sult that much treatment left reformers ir- 
regular healers. When physicians are consultants 
for both mind and body, there will need 
Christian Science allied false science. belief 
faith that brings improved conditions health 
suffering individual, makes nervous invalid 
feel strong and well, our careful and seri- 
ous consideration. That Christian Science can 
this for many who embrace its faith, none who have 
conscientiously considered the matter will deny. 
Faith the dominant note that produces the har- 
mony and may simply regarded the natural 
attitude which, such, enters into all modern, 
scientific psychotherapy. conscientious men and 
women the healing art truly understand this and 
live through their actions, thoughts and words, 
their patients need never lack for the sympathy and 
help now sought through irregular.channels. More 
spiritual and moral uplift, and less materialism 
through example living, are needed among us, 
that greater faith and trust result. 

Mental and Christian Science, Faith Cure, Spir- 
itual Healing, Lourdes St. Anne Beaupre ac- 
complish similar results under like conditions and 
methods. science and religion can work to- 
gether for the prevention sickness, distress and 
suffering, man woman the healing art can 
deny, but religion that refuses the help which 
science has discovered through scientific and unsel- 
fish investigation the cause disease, forever 
hindrance and menace the prevention dis- 
ease and suffering humanity. 

This question Christian Science should not, 
perhaps, taken too seriously, for the people may 
well trusted time what right for the 
general good, but inasmuch one our United 
States Senators (unfortunately) from our own 
section, Senator Works) has taken prominent 
part this discussion, right for this Society 
have taken action, 

illustration what may accomplished 
united action the part the profession may 
mentioned the fact that signed statement is- 
sued Mrs. Craig and Mr. Blight day two 
before the election, they say that they “favor the 
strict observance sanitary and quarantine regula- 
tions, and proper measures for the prevention 
the spread contagious diseases,” and that “the 
board should devise and maintain such inspection 
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the children and the conditions public 
schools shall protect the well child and 
the greatest assistance the ill defective child.” 
They add that they “favor investigation the 
operation medical examination the large cities 
the country that may adopt the best meth- 
ods use other cities that may bring 
high state efficiency.” 


Public Health Work More 
national association before and during its meetings 
each year has inaugurated series health lectures 
and addresses for the general public. These were 
begun last year Los Angeles and many citizens 
this county learned much real value about the 
prevention disease and keeping one’s health 
the right way living. augment this, sec- 
tion this Society should started, with meetings 
once month, include all those laymen and 
women who are working for the physical welfare 
this community. Certain members the Young 
Men’s and Young Women’s Christian Associations, 
the Housing Commission, settlement workers, school 
teachers, tuberculosis societies and all social workers 
should included. special modified member- 
ship could given, that these workers the 
field the prevention disease might feel them- 
selves part of, and sympathy with, the medical 
profession far the work relates public 
health. Such plan was suggested the chairman’s 
address the Section Preventive Medicine and 
Public Health the American Medical Associa- 
tion Los Angeles last June. says: “Every 
county medical society should inaugurate sections 
take different divisions welfare work and 
should give modified membership their society 
all local workers for physical welfare.” 


Under social work included church societies, 
non-sectarian associations, any organization that 
assists helping people into better conditions 
living. Such work closely allied medical and 
health work, and all medical work akin soci- 
ology. The problems each can best solved 
working hand hand. This complex modern life, 
made more livable and homelike through the 
coming era modern medicine, will work out 
plans through social and medical science, both 
which must work together for the right solution. 


The life such social section the Society 
would then increased having, stated inter- 
vals and during meetings our State Society, pub- 
lic lectures and addresses matters pertaining 
public health, given both physicians and laymen. 
Money would needed undertake such pro- 
gramme far only salaried man would 
necessary direct and form the programme. 
cient professional men could obtained for giving 
these lectures and addresses without remuneration, 
but would doubtless necessary have salaried 
man attend the details. This County Society 
could well afford start such series for the good 
our community. 


Through this section additional support would 


given the county and state societies putting out 
business the large number unlicensed practi- 
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tioners who practice defiance the law, and 
those licensed hypocrites who are breaking the laws 
God and man illegitimate practicing was 
brought out Mr. Morrow, attorney for the State 
Board, our recent meeting. 


The profession too busy with its daily duties 
and care the sick that which necessary 
bring the correct information before the public. 
Everyone finds individuals hungry for the truths 
medical science and measures for the prevention 
disease. the one fact that there nothing 
whatever the Owen Bill which relates the 
treatment disease any school medicine, 
has added the names those favor Na- 
tional Board Health many who wrong in- 
rpretation had misunderstood the truth. can 
thus much individuals, but, organization, 
salaried man must secured properly conduct 
any campaign. this regard there constantly 
growing demand for professional men assume 
prominent positions health matters, and will 
doubtless necessary for medical schools create 
department instruction public health. 
ognizing this demand, instruction leading directly 
the position health officer now given many 
our leading universities, e., Harvard, Colum- 
bia, Ann Arbor, Wisconsin and Pennsylvania, with 
other universities preparing for these courses. 


The great mass people must force and au- 
thority law educated into hygienic living and 
obedience sanitary regulations. unfortunate 
that the majority our city boards health are 
handicapped lack authority enforce their 
laws and lack funds for pushing the necessary 
work prevention. standard set National 
Health Board would help the situation every state 
and city board. 


The American people can trusted the 
right thing when the proper time comes. What 
right must prevail and what truth will endure 
from whatsoever source right and truth may come. 
our duty, therefore, continue conscientious 
campaign instruction and education for that 
which, through scientific training the causes and 
prevention disease, believe for the public 
good and welfare. 


More Effective Organization the 
have heard much this past year about better or- 
ganization our profession. This has come not 
only from medical sources, but from lay brothers 
who can well trusted and who know something 
the value the work done medical members. 
Certainly not need organize, but make 
our present organization more effective through the 
development our local societies, the functions 
which might stated follows: 


First. unite with members harmonious 
fellowship. 


Second. For scientific discussions; papers ex- 
pressing the clinical experiences each, giving any 
new facts; the presentation cases pathological 
specimens, and such, the Society stands for the 
highest clinical institution the form post- 
graduate course.

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Third. Developing its home and its home’s ap- 

The functions the first and second groups have 
been performed continuously since the foundation 
our Society forty years ago, more less success- 
fully, its officers and members have shown interest 
and given their best thought. Unquestionably 
much progress has been made the last three years, 
and with the enthusiasm and inspiration the 
young, well-trained members, bright future for 
harmonious fellowship and scientific work seems as- 
sured. 

the third function, that its home and ap- 
pointments, wish emphasize. The home has 
certainly been neglected. The Los Angeles County 
Society should own its building rooms which 
any time might extended money provided. 
Many societies and organizations this city which 
are mere infants compared with our Medical Soci- 
ety, have each the present time their own home 
and equipment, and yet not clothe, feed pro- 
tect their members home this Society could 
do. The special appointments the home referred 
are: access medical library and museum. 
Where the Society has its home there should the 
library situated, medical library the most 
important asset growing and united profession 
society. the library has been ‘earlier devel- 
oped, the home the profession should have close 
connection with it. Discord, mistrust and jealousy 
must put aside attain what best for the 
greatest number and for the highest development 
medical unit Southern California. The time 
has come for make the best use what has 
been already planted here uniting the Medi- 
cal Society that which will add its dignity and 
usefulness. 

The other appointment referred pathologi- 
cal museum. good beginning the profession 
here has been evidenced the receipt the first 
prize last spring given the American Medical 
Association.

this Society, now able give you the present 
report its progress. 

The affairs the Commission were never more 
flourishing. Five years ago when met or- 
ganize the Commission, had the promise 190 
subscribers, each whom agreed take quart 
certified milk daily, provided some one could 
found who would this slender encourage- 
ment, willing undertake its production. You 
have been informed previous reports that Mr. 
Nelson this city dared engage this 
business certified milk production against the 
advice his friends and business associates. How 
developed his ranch through the many difficul- 
ties experimentation with which the pioneer 
always beset, until with output over fifteen 
hundred quarts day, had proved all that 
his confidence the Commission and the future 
pure milk had been well founded, you know. 
believe that the medical profession and all inter- 
ested the pure milk problem are tremendously 
indebted Mr. Nelson for what has done. 
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have two other certified milk plants op- 
eration besides the original one. Timm 
Dixon followed shortly after Mr. Nelson and now 
produces over 2100 quarts daily. The Hutton 
Bros., also Dixon, are gradually building 
well-paying plant about 100 cows. Mr. Herzog 
has recently taken over the original certified plant 
known the Ideal Farms and turning out the 
same product under the name Sleepy Hollow 
Ranch. 

During the year has been necessary make 
some changes the methods paying our ex- 
perts. Part the product dairies certified 
sold the other side the Bay and 
must bear the certificate the Alameda County 
Commission. Formerly paid our own experts, 
collecting from the dairies pro rata according 
the amount milk certified. But the double cer- 
tification made this plan. cumbersome that now 
agreement with the Alameda County Com- 
mission, single set reports accepted both 
Commissions and the experts are paid according 
the services rendered directly the dairies. 

The expenses the Commission are paid 
charge $1.25 per thousand for the certificates. 

have held with the Ala- 
meda Commission for the purpose conferring 
ways and means for improving 
Much good has come these meetings and think 
that shall find that closer association with 
the Commission across the Bay will necessary. 

The Society has very wisely decided that the 
Commissioners shall elected for five years, one 
new member being appointed each year. Our 
younger members have been most welcome addi- 
tion the Commission, bringing new fund 
enthusiasm and willingness work possibly needed 
those whom the constant routine has become 
more less monotonous. 

The Commission has been fortunate having 
the valuable services Dr. Geo. Baker and 
Nathan Moran, lay members. Dr. Geo. 
Baker, Inspector Charge the Bureau 
Animal Industry, has been most faithful his- 
attendance our meetings, and most generous with 
his expert advice and small amount our suc- 
cess has been due his wise counsel. 

The Commission, conjunction with the Ala- 
meda Commission, sent Dr. Baker delegate 
the meeting the American Association 
Medical Milk Commissions 
April this year and have all felt that the in- 
vestment was well repaid the fund added in- 
terest which brought back us. 

Whenever legal questions have arisen the 
transaction our business, Mr. Moran has been 
kind enough assist with most valuable advice 
and the thanks the Society are most certainly 
due him. 

report from the Medical Milk Commission 
would incomplete without expression 
thanks Dr. Adelaide Brown, whose faithful and 
earnest work Secretary has been the principal 
factor our success. 

The Society will interested know that

SOME REMARKS 
“AUTOMOBILE 


WINTERBERG, D., San Francisco. 


The fact that there much misconception among 
both the laity and physicians about just what so- 
called automobile fracture and how caused 
perhaps excuse enough for bringing before you 
subject which has been well worked out and cases 
which are becoming less yearly. 

When the term “automobile 
they are also called chauffeur’s fracture, automobile 
crank fractures—I mean cases fracture the 
lower and usually outer end the radius caused 
the sudden and violent reversal the starting 
crank automobile—the so-called 
Furthermore, only those fractures the radius 
which are produced indirectly the force acting 
through the palm the hand are meant. Direct 
fracture caused the crank flying back and striking 
the wrist, hand or, what more usual, the forearm, 
have especial interest they. vary greatly 
those produced striking that part the upper 
extremity with iron bar corresponding the 
crank handle size. The type described, 
“the automobile fracture,” clinical entity and 
has definite etiology, characteristic anatomy and 
distinct clinical features. 

Etiology. feel not necessary into detail 
why the so-called kick-back takes place. Suffice 
say that under certain conditions—conditions 
which the way can almost always avoided and 
which the self-starting devices will soon entirely 
remove—the crank handle while being pushed down 
suddenly forced with great violence against the 
palm the direction the outer and lower part 
the radius. The hand twisted backward and 
abducted and all typical cases the lower part 
the radius detached. Writers the subject are 
not entirely agreed that this the correct explana- 
tion the action the mechanical force; and one 
time had mind reproduce this fracture arti- 
ficially, but you can readily understand the 
culties such procedure and the idea was given 
up. 
However, believe the violence transmitted 
upward and outward and the hand wrenched

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extension and abduction. One writer believes these 
fractures subperiosteal, but that seems likely 
only exceptional cases. Another writer says “the 
bone gives way before the ligament.” know 
ligament directly involved. 


Anatomy. X-Ray picture typical auto- 
mobile fracture will show fracture line the 
lower end the radius below the usual site 
Colles’ fracture. This line runs 
versely across the bone what more common 
obliquely into the joint. impaction, 
displacement and consequently little de- 
formity. The styloid process the ulna which 
torn off nearly 75% Colles’ fractures and but 
rarely detached, one author says less than 25%. 
found but one ten. The fractures show re- 
markable similarity one another. the young 
epiphyseal separation said take place, but before 
ossification (eighteenth twenty-first year) the 
fracture can often seen crossing the epiphyseal 
line. 


Clinical Features. ‘There rule crepitus, 
little deformity, swelling, pain discoloration. The 
loss function also slight, though rather greater 
than the other clinical symptoms would call for. 
Gentle motion can made, forced ones are pain- 
ful. There distinct point tenderness the 
lower and outer end the radius, and this clinical 
sign always present and shows this fracture 
perhaps more than any other the value pressure 
point tenderness the diagnosis fractures. The 
diagnosis must often made the history and 
this sign alone. X-Ray taken, course, 
when possible. 


Treatment. Prophylaxis need not entered 
into. rule the less done the better. Any at- 
tempt improve the slight deformity unneces- 
sary; fact, have been told case where 
was made worse. 

Champoniere has achieved what calls mar- 
velous results (marvelous against his results 
Colles) immediate reduction followed early 
mobilization. Our cases all proceeded speedy 
and full functional recovery without any manipula- 

Immobilize—after week, daily massage and 
motion joint. end three weeks patient 
generally well.

Discussion. 


Dr. Emmet Rixford: struck that the 
series names this fracture mentioned Dr. 
Winterberg the last was the most appropriate, 
namely, the automobile-crank fracture. The etiology 
these and Colles’ fracture very different, the 
mechanism production the fracture very 
different well the deformity, the clinical course 
and the prognosis. all know that the common 
explanation the cause these fractures that 
they are due blows the back the wrist given 
the handle the crank when the engine back- 
fires. much more probable that the radius 
broken cases blow producing radial 
flexion (abduction) combined with thrust, while 
Colles’ fracture the result hyperextension. Dr. 
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Winterberg mentioned two cases being mine; 
they both gave distinct and very clear and very posi- 
tive accounts the way which the fracture was 
received and both showed very tender area the 
region, especially the one which the fracture was 
above the joint. was positive that the crank 
did not leave the hand and certainly was bruised 
the interval between the thumb and the first 
finger. How does that force produce the fracture? 
From the direction the line fracture might 
described fracture the styloid process the 
radius. Some these fractures seem they 
might produced excessive abduction. the 
Colles’ fracture there such abduction and the 
line the fracture certainly different the two 
cases. the Colles’ fracture the flexion starts the 
tear the volor surface. the case Dr.

THE LIPOIDS NORMAL, NEPHRITIC 
AND DIABETIC 
NARY REPORT.

Very little attention has been paid the chem- 
istry the blood chronic disorders the kidneys, 
although there can doubt that peculiar and 
times very remarkable turbidity the serum 
characteristic nephritis. extended chemical 
study many specimens this serum has made 
evident that the altered appearance due abso- 
lute increase certain the fatty lipoid con- 
stituents. will seen, consulting the tabular 
data included herewith, that, comparatively speak- 
ing, the lipoid value large one and that ranges 
within wide limits. From the standpoint 
the examination for lipoids, fortunately, one that 
presents great difficulties, and with little ex- 
perience easy obtain concordant results 
duplicate analyses. Usually, trouble experi- 
enced distinguishing several different lipoids 
any given serum, and the relative proportions 
these perhaps vary some diseases. nephritis 
cholesterin ester predominates. is, there- 
fore, some ground for the belief that both the quan- 
titative and qualitative relations group bodies 
obviously important, should possess clinical sig- 
nificance. 

The main objects sought the present paper are 
outline what believed new method for 
the quantitative determination these obscure sub- 
stances, and submit the data obtained the study 
three different groups cases comprising all 
thirty individuals.

fect filtrate obtained. The filtrate should 
absolutely bright and limpid. instance, 
failure obtain this result means faulty technic. 
times the lipo-globulin precipitate appears 
quite unstable and oxidize when too long exposed 
the air. When this occurs very difficult 
retain the precipitate, and filtration may become 
impossible. avoid this source trouble, there- 
fore, the operation must carried out without in- 
terruption. 


Extraction. When the filtration completed, 
and without attempting wash out the small quan- 
tity solution retained the paper, the moist 
filter carefully removed from the funnel, and 
with sharp scissors snipped into large beaker.

Dr. died the twentieth

broncho-pneumonia when suddenly thrombus 
the right coronary artery terminated his life. 

His death was premature, for, having been born 
the 27th April, 1867, failed attain the 
age forty-four years. But short though his 
life was, was full and varied. was born 
San Francisco, the son physician who had 
immigrated from Switzerland. After graduating 
from the Lowell High School began the study 
medicine the Cooper Medical College, where 
completed the prescribed course 1887, before 
was twenty-one years old.

Dr. ALEXANDER died the sev- 
enth day February, was born Oak- 
land, Cal., September 7th, 1884.

From 
the Medical Department the University Cali- 
fornia received his degree 1907. interne 
St. Luke’s Hospital continued his labors, and 


was prosecuting them still further resident phy-

recovery, the wound healing first intention. 
Three years later the patient showed signs 
local recurrence but suddenly developed gangrene 
the right leg and hip joint amputation was 
done another surgeon. About this time de- 
veloped cough and dyspnea and died months 
after operation. autopsy was refused. 


Case The patient, Finnish farmer, years 
old, bruised the fourth finger his right hand 
six months ago. Suppuration developed around the 
nail and persisted two years, when the odor and 
pain became great that for the first time, 
consulted surgeon. this time the hand and 
forearm were greatly swollen and Dr. John White 
Sacramento amputated the middle the sec- 
ond third humerus.

The patient 
suffered shock and recovered rapidly. two 
months had gained but was still cough- 
ing.

look try and correct any imperfections soon 
they are recognized. 

The economic usefulness the adult stutterer 
limited. can bookkeeper, mail carrier, 
farmer, ditch digger, fruit picker, horseshoer 
any other kind purely manual labor, but 
from the learned professions excluded; can 
not teacher, and even salesman behind the 
burden the community, but most all himself. 
Knowing himself different from other men, 
becomes morbid, physically depressed and mentally 
reticent. 

man who speaks correctly can not stutter. This 
antithecal statement contains basal principle 
all prophylactics speech defects and will elab- 
orated upon later. put another way, 
could say, can teach the child speak cor- 
rectly, mean the physiological sense, could 
never develop speech defect. could teach 
the child with tendency stutter speak physio- 
logically, speak normal child should, would 
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cured his stuttering. This the underlying 
principle Gutzmann’s method. You must grant 
that sounds sensible. sensible this ex- 
tent, that 1000 cases stuttering which re- 
ported several years ago,—and his experience the 
largest the 1000 cases 87% were 
permanently cured, 10% very much improved and 
were not cured. Now this simply means that 
these results, equaled nowhere the world, were 
obtained result study the way child 
normally speaks, the way child normally de- 
velops its speech, and then the application these 
principles the patient with speech defect, 
child adult. sounds logical and is. 
And here where the general practitioner comes in, 
and where his prophylactic measures commence. Let 
him learn the elements the physiology speech 
and the secret out. Even brief review this 
subject would here occupy too much time, and will 
prophylactics. 

will group the suggestions under six headings 
order that they can easily carried the mind, 
that when you have opportunity advise 
mother father, nurse, teacher, you will 
able succinct and striking way. Let 
part your missionary work now the 
education the public matters tuberculosis 
and venereal prophylaxis. 


1—Let the model from which the child copies 
perfect possible. 


Just proportion the mother speaks slowly, 
clearly and distinctly, just that proportion will 
the child imitate her® there tendency the part 
either the parents speak rapidly, let there 
especial effort their part always speak 
slowly before the child. 


One who has not had experience the teaching 
these children can not realize the strain that 
put the patience the teacher, the relations and 
the parents during the period this monotonous 
training. One always under certain suppres- 
sion, one must hold his thoughts always the leash 
and always the watch that backsliding 
occurs. 


2—The child must carefully protected from 
contact with persons employing imperfect speech. 


The faculty imitation children strong 
that one can not exercise too mch care this re- 
spect. The parents must articulate sharply and 
distinctly and especial attention must taken 
the selection suitable nurse. Employ for- 
eigners. Uneducated Swedes and Germans are 
especially avoided. The harsh consonants and 
the grammatical mistakes these races generally 
found among nurse girls are especially dangerous. 

children who show tendency backward 
imitating sounds, must make special point 
speak much possible before them. 


3—Observe the physiologic sequence conso- 
nants teaching child speak. 

the development the various sounds 
speech certain order always followed chil- 
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dren all the nationalities which have been studied. 
This order depends certain physiological laws, 
and briefly speaking, follows the ease with which 
the consonants are formed. Therefore one must, 
educating child speak, and especially one who 
shows tendency speech defect, use this same 
order. Fritz Schultze are indebted for such 
careful study this subject that his work has 
now become classic. was able demonstrate 
that the physiological difficulty articulation in- 
creases from those consonants formed with 
the lips and tip the tongue those formed with 
the back the tongue and roof the mouth. 
Thus divide all consonants into three articula- 
tion they are follows: 
articulation system: Includes all consonants formed 
with the lips alone, with the under lip and the 
articulation system: Includes all consonants formed 
with the tip the tongue, the teeth and the ant. 
Third articulation system: Includes all sounds 
formed between the back the tongue and the 
palate, viz: ng, ch. 

now becomes necessary for the physician 
recommend the parents course imitation 
described under the fourth suggestion pro- 
phylaxis, this order should possible observed, 
without course pedantically holding that 
the child’s interest lost. 


5—The gradual development speech should 
watched with unremitting care. Remember that 


any child, but especially one with tendency 
hasty speaking, reflects his speech his daily life. 
Full animal spirits, plays all day long; his 
wishes and his ideas are always advance his 
bodily ability carry them out. Ideas tumble over 
one another for physical expression, drops one 
plaything take another before the first idea 
brought fruition. with his words, the busy 
thoughts crowd his little brain, strives vain 
express himself quickly thinks, and the 
peripheral muscles expression find themselves 
utterly unable cope with the task. What oc- 
curs? incoordination the breathing and speak- 
ing mechanism results and the child develops into 
stutterer. 

What would suggest itself practical remedy 
correct this hastiness speaking and thinking? 
The elder Gutzmann’s plan has proved such 
practical benefit, that use routine part 
all treatment stutterers, and equally val- 
uable prophylactic agent. idea brief 
this: 

Every child fond stories and fairy tales. 
Relate them him short, logically constructed 
sentences, and let him repeat the sentences slowly 
and clearly after you. ask short questions 
concerning each sentence idea, and have the 
child answer slow, clear and logical manner. 
this way the child learns think logically and 
speak slowly and clearly. teaches him think 
and have patience and listen what other people 
are saying. Children also love look pictures. 
One can amuse them the hour telling them stories 
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about them and the same time asking them ques- 
tions. Here opportunity which the patient 
parent who has the welfare his child heart 
can utilize and immense amount good, sim- 
ply following the simple suggestions slow 
speaking, clear speaking, and logical questioning. 
The child must required answer slowly, dis- 
tinctly and logically. Never let slip 
sist clear articulation every letter. Let the 
child always watch your lips. Never scold, always 
praise, and never let the child imagine for moment 
that speaking differently from other children. 


6—In the third period speech development, 
the period which the child’s thoughts are ex- 
pressed words, always certain sounds 
that the child cannot pronounce correctly, for 
example, the substitution for this 
known physiological stammering, but this defect 
can carried into later period and the child 
then becomes stammerer (not stutterer, dis- 
tinction which will explain later). This develop- 
mental defect can easily corrected remember- 
ing the suggestions made above, namely, most care- 
ful attention clear articulation before the child. 


Finally, remember that when the child first goes 
school the age six, speech development 
not half completed and certain prophylactic regula- 
tions are here carried out which are princi- 
pally put the hands the teachers. 


the child begins with the public school work, 
usually the age six, there are two groups 
speech disturbances which especially liable, 
both different their etiology and beth radically 
different their prognosis. two groups 
are Stuttering and Stammering. These two words 
stuttering and stammering have often been con- 
founded used synonymously, that before any 
further wish explain the difference. stut- 
tering mean, what one usually understands 
that term. Stuttering condition 
through lack coordination the nervous mech- 
anism controlling the organs speech, there diffi- 
culty enunciation which may comprise either spas- 
modic effort without articulate sound frequent 
repetition the same articulate sound before the 
utterance the one following. 

The word “Stammer,” the other hand, covers 
all those defects speech where there faulty 
pronunciation any given letter the substitution 
one letter for another. 

The only statistics which are hand are those 
compiled Gutzmann, and will use them em- 
phasize what about say. was able 
draw conclusion from his statistical studies which 
pregnant with thought and interest- 
ing. Studying the occurrence stuttering accord- 
ing ages, found that among 3000 stuttering 
school children the following results were 
That among every hundred children this series, 
were between and years, 10% between 
and and that 11th and 13th years 15% 
the number occurred. 

The increase the time puberty easily un- 
derstood account the change taking place 


i 
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the nervous system that time, but the rapid rise 
the curve the end the first school year 
very striking. What does this indicate? indi- 
cates that the latent causes stuttering which 
now were favorable environment, are sud- 
denly thrown into most unfavorable one; the ex- 
citement the school, the anxiety and nervous 
strain the lessons, the fright speaking before 
strangers, and the association with other stuttering 
children, all have strong influence. This, how- 
ever, does not entirely explain the situation, for 
otherwise these same factors would work 
all the children and would expect far more stut- 
terers. explanation found study the 
family these children where hereditary plays 
enormously important part. Against such condi- 
tions the school helpless, but indeed can 
done the teacher who knows something these 
matters and who can mitigate the severity the 
regime, and can prevent far possible all causes 
which would tend irritate the nervous system 
the child. 

The influence the school the stammerers 
entirely different. The first year school has al- 
most the opposite influence. the end it, over 
29% are cured ordinary instructions the 
school, and the 14th year approaches but re- 
main. now, again repeat, the teacher knew 
something about the elements this subject, and 
think you will grant me, enough has been said 
warrant claim that they should instructed 
the principles the subject, this percentage 
could almost entirely wiped out. 

“The time cure Stuttering before begins.” 
These few suggestions should combined with 
regulation the general health the child. Just 
proportion his general health below par, 
just that proportion will stutter. very 
common experience have child almost cured 
and ready discharged and then have 
relapse occur solely and simply account 
acute coryza. This brings with corollary which 
also important many other respects. One 
the principal things which must attended when 
the child begins course instruction for the cure 
stuttering, removal the tonsils and ad- 
enoids. direct influence these can not 
overestimated and their indirect influence well 
known every general practitioner. 

Finally especial importance the one un- 
breakable rule that the child himself must never 
hear the word Stutter. Just the moment that 
recognizes that different from other children, 
just that moment psychological element comes 
into play which has permanent influence his 
future and makes the subsequent treatment the 
more Remember are not trying cure 
Stuttering, are simply substituting normal 
method speaking and breathing for abnormal 
one. 

And finally must not forget that can teach 
the child speak normally, but the child himself 
will not use the means for correct speaking, which 
have put into his hands, will still speak in- 
correctly.

Under 
ether anesthesia Dr. von Hoffman made vaginal 
examination and pronounced the case not preg- 
nant. the condition must one enormous 
fibroids. opening the abdomen enormous quan- 
tities blood escaped, the mass was rapidly de- 
livered, although with considerable difficulty. 
its posterior surface was vein large 
small finger which had ruptured and from which 
blood was pouring. Beside the two enormous 
fibroids the body the uterus was studded with 
smaller ones and supra-cervical hysterectomy, in- 
cluding removal both tubes and ovaries, was 
performed.

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THE DRUG EVIL. 


distinct step the matter the prevention 
the illegal distribution morphine been 
achieved the State Board Pharmacy its 
campaign the city San Francisco. Inspector 
Sutherland, who has the matter charge 
for this board, has been successful having his 
evidence well hand before bringing the facts 
the notice the public prosecutors, that 
nearly all the cases presented the court for 
judgment the defendants plead guilty. 

The case Dr. Jesse Anthony calls for special 
comment. The doctor, who had written prescrip- 
tions for shocking quantities morphine, entered 
plea “not guilty” and stood for trial the 
court Judge Weller. The prosecution, 
conducted Mr. O’Connor, with whom was as- 
sociated Senator Cutten ably assisted Dr. 
George Franklin Shiels, was able introduce 
evidence three prescriptions written Dr. An- 
thony for man about whom knew nothing. 
This man testified that he, total stranger the 
doctor, entered his office and upon the simple 
statement that was morphine-fiend obtained 
prescription for one dram morphine—for two 
dollars and half; and subsequent visit three 
weeks later got—for the same price,—two pre- 
scriptions each for one ounce the drug and one 
them dated month advance. The doctor, 
before writing the first prescription, said that 
had made physical examination his “patient” 
and that was complete “was necessary 
under the circumstances.” “felt the pulse 
get the tension the arteries.” 

his defense Dr. Anthony admitted having 
written the three prescriptions introduced; but 
claimed that they were written good faith for 
physician ministering his physical needs. His 
contention was that had begun preliminary 
course for the cure the morphine-habit accord- 
ing his “customary method.” 

The method employed the doctor simple 
and, testified under oath, efficacious. The 
patient filled with fuller the 
better” hence the prescriptions for somewhat more 
than the usual quantity the 
prepare him for the antidote when given.” 
Any hint just what the antidote was not 
brought out the trial; but the cross-questioning 
Mr. O’Connor brought light the fact that the 
preliminary treatment was continue until the 
“patient” should able raise one hundred dol- 
lars pay for the complete cure. 

The magistrate was unable see that Doctor 
Anthony had written the prescriptions good 
faith, particularly had given his “patient” 
directions how much the medicine 
should take, how often should exhibited, 
found him guilty charged. sentence 
one hundred dollars fine was imposed, from which 
understand Doctor Anthony will appeal. 

Doctor Jesse Anthony, the Eclectic school, 
had his license practice medicine the State 
California revoked the State Board Med- 
ical Examiners August 1908, for advertising 
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“Soteria Medical Institute” manner “which 
intended has tendency deceive the public 

and harmful public morals 
The advertisement purported 
weeks. Syphilis scrofula any stage 
days cancer without knife, plaster, pow- 
der paste.” 

1910 Doctor Anthony applied the State 
Board Examiners for rehearing the matter 
the revocation his license. This hearing was 
held; but, far can learn the present 
writing, the complaining witness was not sum- 
moned. the license was restored the 
doctor “under the belief that Dr. Anthony had been 
sufficiently punished,” according the minutes 
this session the Board (April 1910). 

refer the opinion rendered the State Board 
Medical Examiners their attorney refer- 
ence the restoration the license referred 
above. This opinion conveys the reader very 
clear idea the weakness our laws governing 
the powers the Board Medical Examiners 
the matter revoking licenses those deemed 
them guilty offenses demanding such revocation. 
The attorney states that his opinion that 
case this sort were carried the higher courts, 
the action the board would not upheld, due 
large part the loose wording the statutes. 
This matter for the serious consideration 
the Committee Legislation the State Medical 
Society. 


THE OWEN BILL. 
Sixty-second Congress, First Session—S. 


the Senate the United States, April 1911, 
Mr. Owen introducing the following bill, which 
was read twice and referred the Committee 
Public Health and National Quarantine: 

bill establish Department Health and 
for other purposes. 

enacted the Senate and House Rep- 
resentatives the United States America 
Congress assembled, That there the seat 
government executive department known the 
Department Health, and Director Health, 
who shall the head thereof; and the provisions 
title four the Revised Statutes, including all 
amendments thereto, are hereby made applicable 
said department. The Director Health shall 
appointed the President, and with the advice 
and consent the Senate, salary 
dollars per annum and with tenure office like 
that the heads the other executive depart- 
ments. And said Director shall cause seal 
made for the Department Health, such device 
the President approves, and judicial notice 
taken said seal. 

Sec. That there the Department 
Health assistant the Director Health, 
designated and known the Commissioner 
Health, who shall skilled sanitarian, appointed 
the President, and with the advice and con- 
sent the Senate, who shall serve the pleasure 
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the President, and who shall receive salary 

dollars per annum. The Commissioner 
Health shall perform such duties are required 
law and such are prescribed the Director 
Health. There shall also chief clerk, dis- 
bursing clerk, and such other employees Con- 
gress may from time time authorize. The Au- 
ditor for the State and other departments shall 
receive and examine all accounts moneys paid 
and moneys expended account the Depart- 
ment Health, and shall certify the balance arising 
thereon the Division Bookkeeping and War- 
rants the Treasury Department, and forthwith 
send copy each such certificate the Director 
Health. 


Sec. That the province and duty the 
Department Health foster and promote all 
matters pertaining the conservation and improve- 
ment the public health and collect and dis- 
seminate information relating thereto. Provided, 
That this act shall not construed attempting 
authorize the Department Health exercise 
attempt exercise, without express invitation 
from the chief executive other proper authority 
the State, any function belonging exclusively 
such State, enter any premises any State 
without the consent the owner occupant 
thereof; but the Director Health, upon request 
the chief executive other proper authority 
any State, Territory, the District Columbia, 
any insular possession, may detail for limited 
periods officer officers, employee em- 
ployees, from the Department Health assist 
the health authorities such State, Territory, Dis- 
trict insular possession protecting and pro- 
moting the health the people such jurisdic- 
tion. And provided further, That the Department 
Health established this act shall have 
power regulate the practice medicine the 
practice healing, interfere with the right 
citizen employ the practitioner his choice 
within any State the Union, and all appointments 
within the department, including the head the 
department, shall made without discriminating 
against any school medicine healing. 

Sec. That the Department Health are 
hereby transferred the following bureaus, divisions 
and other the Government, and all 
that pertains them, and they and each them 
shall remain. under the supervision and direction 
the Director Health until otherwise directed 
law, namely:

HISTORY PECULIAR CASE. 


the Editor the State Journal:— 
The case notes follows: 


Age years. Native Colorado. Arrived here 
June 1911; always healthy and 

About November Ist noticed coryza, chills and 
fever progressed. November 5th, eruption like 
measles over backs fingers and hands. These 
papules followed the usual course pemphigus; 
about this time the eyeballs and lids became in- 
tensely congested, also the mouth, tongue and 
throat—at first covered with thick fur, then became 
raw and bleeding, while the gums also became 
spongy and bleeding. The eruption came next 
and buttocks, the palms and soles remained 
ree. 

The fever first ranged from 100.5° ax., 
the morning 104° the evening; pulse was 
about 90, while appetite was fair and the bowels 
normal. delirium first night eruption. 

Eruption appeared 7th day after feeling ill, 
turned vesicles about 2nd day, coalesced two 
days more and absorbed three four days. 
Few vesicles turned turbid after one week, and 
after opening larger ones the skin peeled off and 
left dark red stain. 

Temperature Ist week 100.5° morning; 104.5° eve- 
ning ax. Pulse 86-100. normal 
very slightly hurried. 

November 19th pulse suddenly became weak 
and right lung showed signs congestion. Pulse 
120-143, respiration 40, temperature 101.5° morning; 
103° evening. 

November 22nd patient improved greatly but 
had bad night 22nd; restless and great pain 
inspiration. 

Odor very pronounced and mouse-like. The 
papules turned vesicles hours less and 
soon formed bullae which absorbed disappeared 
some way breaking until little later 
when the contents one large bleb 
came milky. 

The chills stopped about the 7th November. 
Urine normal throughout and until 
later when sweating was profuse for couple 
days, the rest the time the skin was dry and 
ot. 

The bronchi were intensely congested and breath- 


ing difficult times, expectoration mucus, 
blood. 
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Eruption about equal flexor and extensor sur- 
faces, none scalp, very little face. 
November 23rd patient worn out, symptoms 
increased severity, pulse 140-50, great cardiac 
weakness. About moist rales very marked 
over both lungs and cyanosis very marked, respira- 
tion very rapid and pulse 160. Patient became un- 
conscious and died November 24th.
